Just as „„ Bil.pillno 
pilot takes extreme care to see that 
every precaution is taken before 
flight, so should a good kite flyer ob- 
serve that: 


Docs not fly his kit near light wires 


telephone wires or trolley wires, or 
near high voltage lines. 


Docs not use wire or tinsel string 


of any sort. Wet string also carries 
electricity and wil Icausc as much 
damage as a wire if it touches electric 
wires. 


Rocs not make a kite wilh metal ribs. 
Does not run .-.cross highways while

The committee making the report, 
hich operates under direction of 
r. Sherman E Johnson, acting head 


jot the Division of Farm Managc- 
nncnt in the Bureau of Agricultural 
[Economics, and Dr. F. F. Elliot, special 
ndviscr to the head of the bureau, deals 
only with technological developments 
on the farm—changes caused by in- 
creased mechanization, better soil prac- 
tices, use of fertilizers and disease- 
resistant seeds, and the like.

Physicians in some large industries 


report that Employes who take show- 
er baths before going outdoors, tend 
to fi^ht off colds. In some industries, 
it is believed that prompt attention 
to cokis in the factory dispensary will 
lessen \he number. Measures insti- 
tuted Include such treatments as the 
use of alkaline powder and .in other 
places, drugs like aspirin. 


Most important probably is a study 


uf the industrial plant wtih relation- 
ship to the departments in which 
colds are most prevalent, and an at- 
tempt to find out why colds spread 
more rapidly and more frequently in 
those departments. 


In plants where great numbers of 


"women are employed, investigators di- 
vide women into those who work 
through their periodic 
disturbance 


without complaint, those who begin 
work but sooner or later show up 
in ibe rastroom, and those who in- 
variably stay home a full day or 
longer. 


Here again, studies of the employes 


who have the most trouble, with an 
attempt to understand why. will fre- 
quently bring about fewer absences 
and. in many instances, will result in 
medical consultation which will yield 
a cure. 


Disturbances of digestion are more 


likely in men than in women in in- 
dustry. They occur more often in 
the summer months. In plants where 
employes lose much time because of 
digestive disturbances, an investigat- 
ion will frequently show that the dis- 
turbances are associated with hurried 
eating, use of eating places that are 
not quite suitable, and complete fail- 
lure to understand the simplest facts 
about nutrition.

To "quote some one" 
means that you name another person 
as the authority for a certain state- 
ment or opinion which you insert in 
your own writings. 


The medival writer upon the dan- 


gerous subject of politics used quotes, 
and in nine cases out of ten. he quot- 
ed from Aristotle. 


It was true that that ancient Greek 


author had come to him in a rather 
round-about way. The original Greek 
had been translated into Arabic. The 
Arabic version had thereupon been 
carried to Spain and had been re- 
translated into Latin. This process of 
linguistic laudering had sullied rather 
than cleansed the original text, but 
nobody knew the difference and so no- 
body cared 


And Aristotle was always a safe* 


person whom to quote. Before his! 
erudition, even the highly suspicion' 
Church Fathers had bowed their pious 
heads with deep reverence. 


Yes, Aristotle was the ideal mine 


ol information for all mediaeval writ- 
ers, but unfortunately 
for the sake 


of the democratic ideal, that famous, 
disciple of Plato hated democracy al- 


most M thoroughly as Thomas Car- 
lyle came to do twenty-two centuries 
later when he dismissed all .democra- 
tic forms of government with a con- 
temptuous onecr and grunted, "Dem- 
ocracy! Huh! A form of government 
in which the vote of Judas is as 
good as that of Jesus!" (By the way, 
you will observe that I use "quotes.") 


This intense dislike for democracy 


on the part of Aristotle was quite 
logical of Pericles in the fifth century 
B. C., the city of Athens had enjoyed— 
for B few brief years-such an out- 
burst of democratic glory that even 
today the world is still talking about 
thin Golden Age. 


But 1 said it h&d lasted only 


a few years. It had started in 444 B. C. 
It had been all over in 429 B. -C. And 
most people laid the blame for this 
defeat to the outrageous misrule of 
the Demagogues (the rabble-rousersj 
who succeeded Pericles and who, hid- 
ing behind their contemporary bill- 
of-rights, had merely used their own 
liberty of expression to enslave nil 
those who did not agree with them. 


The final destruction of the Athen- 


ian Empire, after the treason of Alci- 
biades, usually regarded as the best 
example of an aristocrat gone dem- 
ocratic), and had given the cause of 
' rule by the people" such a bad re- 
putation in the eyes of all wellr 
balanced and reasonable-minded peo- 
ple that according to Aristotle (who 
of course had an axe to grind) democ- 
racy was the perversion of that "de- 
sjrable form of government" which one 
might call "constitutional government' 
To Aristotle this meant the rule by 
the majority of all free and equal 
citizens as" opposed to a monarchy or 
an aristocracy. 


And so, as early as the fourth cen- 


tury B. C., there were already peo- 
ple who were beginning to recognize 
the vast difference that exists be- 
tween "democracy" and "self-govern- 
ment "

have passed the two %nd n quarter 
million dollar murk, according to Ell 
W. Collins, Director of the Unem- 
ployment Compensation Division. 


Totals as of the close of business 


March 6 were $2.234,983 distributed in 
383,818 checks for an average of S6.17 
per weekly benefit check. These ben- 
efits were distributed to 56.250 dif- 
ferent individuals showing an average 
of six (ind a half weekly benefit checks 
per individual beneficiary since the 
beginning of the benefit paying pro- 
gram. 


For the month of February 1940, 37,- 


787 checks amounting to a total of 
5216,478. were mailed out as com- 
pared to 25,145 checks totaling $151,- 
221 issued in February a year ago. 
In February of this year determination 
was made on 7,282 new claims as 
against 8,281 for the 
corresponding 


month in 1939. 


February of this year only 69 per 


cent of the new claims were found 
eligible for benefits as against 77 per 
cent the preceding February. The vol- 
ume of continued claims for February 
1940 was greatly increased 
showing 


52,000 iigainst 27,000 the • preceding 
year. 


"The most encouraging part of the 


picture," commented' Mr. Collins, "is 
that the number of new eligible claims 
was grcaly decreased, showing thai 
there is less actual new unemploy- 
ment at this time this year than there 
was at the corresponding time a year 
ago. The very large increase in the 
number of continued claims shows 
that unemployed workers have be- 
come acquainted with their rights un- 
der the Unemployment Compensation 
Law and that prompt and full pay- 
ment of benefit rights has become well 
established."
